DETROIT, Mich., July 27.—The 
strike of between 300 and 400 sausage 
workers which started Wednesday 
ended today with practically a 
hundred percent victory for the 
workers. The last of the twelve 
struck shops were compelled to yield | 
to the demands of the militant. 
United Sausage Workers Union, affi- 
liated to the Trade Union Unity 
League, which led the struggle. 
Other shop not involved in the 
Strike also signed up on the unions 
terms in order to prevent a walkout, 
The overwhelming victory gives the 
workers wage increases of from ten 
to thirty five per cent, a 48-hour 
week, time and half for. overtime, 
recognition of their shop commit- 
tees and other improvement. In 
addition the strike movement com- 
pelled two large companies, Ar- 
mour and Co, and Hy-Grade 
Packing Co., to promise the workers 
in their sausage departments wage

He knows that Hugh Johnsons 
Vigilantes are riding hard trying to 
“stamp out Communism.” Under 
this slogan they are smashing all 
economic organizations, militant 
trade unions, etc. But Herndon 
knows this is impossible, as he 
wrote in the May 22 issue of the 
New Masses , 

“Communism is embodied in 
the very souls of all working men. 
It cannot be destroyed. AH at- 
tempts to do so only serve to 
accelerate its growth. Commu- 
nism is not something foreign to 
us American workers. We feel the 
agenizing pains of exploitation in 
our sweat shops, on the bread 
lines, and behind the grim and 
dismal walls of stinking capitalist 
hell holes. Everyone who fights 
against our chains of slavery. is 
bound to help build a society of 
workers. We can look to the mili- 
tant struggles of the Southern 
workers and see that Communism 
is inevitably destined to be tri- 
umphant throughout. the whole 
country, as well a#.the entire 
world.” 

His spirit cannot be broken, but 
the Southern ruling class aims to 
break him physically.on the chain 
gang.

N. R.) we will seek legislation at 
the 1935 sesion of the state legis- 
lature to combat future agitation. 
[We need laws to prohibit agitation 
of strike violence; to prohibit meet- 


Yl ings which would end in riots; to 


prohibit spread of propaganda ad- 
vocating intermarriage and inciting 
3 hatred.“

It is here that the stink of the old 
Slave market is still loud. But this 
stink is carried from the Black Belt 
agrarian sections into the Southern 
industrial cities in the form of Jim- 
Crowism, lynching, convict labor, 
starvation wages, etc. In other 
words, Southern industry bes ak built 
up and profits made on the basis 
of the most unheard of exploitaiton 


of the Negroes and also to a large 


extent of the main mass of white 
workers. 4 
The recent years of crisis and the 
struggles of the workers especially 
those in which the Communist 
Party played a significant role, have 
exposed the whole rottenness of 
Southern capitalism and the crumb- 
ling foundation on which it was 
built. In order to maintain its rule, 
the Southern capitalist class must 
intensify its fascist terror and 
lynching as part of the process of 
further starving the workers. 
The Wave of Strikes 
If we look further we see the fol- 
lowing: The N. R. A. codes legalized 
the priniciple of lower wages for 
Southern workers through the wage 
differential.

In an article in the August issue 
of the “liberal” American Specta- 
tor, the Negro people are con- 
témptuously referred to as blacka- 


= N moors.“ the Southern lynch courts

claimed for the Alabama lynchers 
in the face of such “provocation.” 
The author of the article sneers 
at the world-wide mass fight of mil- 
lions of white and Negro workers 
and intellectuals for the freedom of 
the Scottsboro Boys, for the 
trampled rights of the Negro people. 
He paints, with undisguised delight 
and sadistic relish, a picture of nine 
young “blackamoors” being “fired” 
in the electric chair, “baked in their 
cells or broiled at a stake,” and giee- 
fully predicts defeat for the heroic 
efforts of the world working class 
and its allies te rescue them. The 
author’s attitude leaves no doubt 
that he is keenly disappointed at 
That he alleges to be a display of 
forbearance” on the part 
of the lynchers. 


Striking Similarity te Callahan’s 
Charge to the Jury 


This vicious attack on the Scotts- 
boro defense, the Negro masses and 
their allies among the white toilers, 
might well have been written by the 
notorious Ku Kux jurist, Judge 
Callahan, who clamored for the 
blood of the Scottsboro Boys im the 
Decatur, Ala., lynch court last No- 
vember. Indeed, it contains a 
striking similarity to Callahan’s 
charge to the jury. But—let those 
prepare for a shock who do not yet 
realize the shameful role of assis 
lynchers and social props of the j 
crow lynch system being played by 
the Negro reformist leaders. The 
article is by George Schuyler, Ne- 
gro writer, who in his weekly col- 
umn in the Pittsburgh Courier, un- 
official. mouthpiece of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, attacks the Scotts- 
boro defense with a regularity and 
viciousness only equalled by the 
lynchers themselves.

a — picture of Schuyler, in which 
he depicted him as a modern Hand- 
kerchief Head, a “gentleman’s Ne- 
gro,” an Uncle Tom today, and “an 
ideal tool in the hands of those who 
desire his services enough to pay 
for them. Gordon did not exag- 
gerate. In his article in the. Amer- 
ican Spectator, Schuyler sinks still 
deeper into the mire of treachery. 

Schuyler’s article is revealing. 
Not in the sense that it unmasks an 
Already exposed renegade and tool 
of the lynchers, but that it brings 
out more clearly than ever the 
lengths to which the upper class 
Negro misleaders will go in service 
to the lynchers, and further exposes 
Schuyler’s intellectual and moral 
bankruptcy. His slanders against 
the International Labor Defense and 
the Communists have long been 
recognizable as the arguments of the 
lynchers, peddled by their lackeys. 
The epithets of “blackamoors,” etc., 
which he hurls at the Negro masses 
in his article in the American 
Spectator are likewise from the ar- 
senal of the lynchers.

Comrade Brunswick, who was sent 
to the Continental Congress as the 
delegate of the Connecticut Social- 
ats what his fellow 
member of the Socialist Party, Dick 
Farber, stated in his resignation 
statement printed in the Daily 
Worker last week, that the Detroit 
convention revealed the complete 
bankruptcy of the Socialist Party 
as a revolutionary working class 
party.

Initiated by the Second 
Cofivention of the Polish Workers 
of the United States which was held 
in Chicago on Sept. 2-4, a mass 
campaign leading to the introduc- 
tion of the “Right to Work Bill,” 
introduced into Congress on June 
4, 1934, was conducted. Signatures 
were collected and a model bill 
drafted, 


hile organizing a struggle for 
the “Right to Work Bill,” the Polish 
workers, who were active in enlist- 
ing mass support for the Right to 
Work, conducted a mass campaign 
for the Workers Unemployement 
Insurance Bill H. R. 7598. 

The full text of the “Right to

The “Right to Work Act” (Bill

What Is Social Chauvinism? 

Social-chauvinism is adherence <> 
the idea of “defending the father- 
land” in the present war. From this 
idea follows repudiation of the class 
struggle in war time, voting for 
military appropriations, etc. In 
practice the social-chauvinists con- 
duct an anti-proletarian bourgeois 
policy, because in practice they in- 
sist not on the “defense of the 
fatherland” ir the sense of fighting | 
ageinst the oppression of a foreign 
nation, but upon the “right” of 
one or the other of the “great” na- 
tions to rob the colonies and oppress 
other peoples. The social-chauvin- 
ists follow the bourgeoisie in de- 
ceiving the people by saying that 
the war is conducted for the defense 
of the freedom and the existense of 
the nations; thus they put them- 
selves on the side of the hourgeoisie 
against the proletariat. To the 
social chauvinists belong those who 
justify and idealize the governments 
and the bourgeoisie of one of the 
belligerent groups of nations, as well 
as those who, like Kautsky, recog- 
niz® the equal right of the Socialists 
of all belligerent nations to “defend 
the fathevland.” Social-chauvinism, 
being in practice a defense of the 
privileges, prerogatives, robberies 
and violence of “one’s own” (or any 
other) imperialist bourgeoisie, is a 
total betrayal of all Socialist con- 
victions and a violation of the deci- 
sions of the Inter national Socialist 
Congress in Basle. 
Crlic nee ef the Second International 

The Socialists of the whole world 
so‘emnly declared in 1912, in Basle, 
that they considered the coming 
Eureptan war a “criminal” and re- 
actionary undertaking of all the goy- 
ernments, an unde-taking which 
must hasten the breakdown of capi- 
talism by inevitably generating a 
revo.ution against it. The war 
came, the crisis was there. Instead 
of revolutionary tactics, the major- 
ity of the Social-Democratic parties 
followed reactionary tactics, siding 
eir governments and their 
respective bourgeoisies. This be- 
trayal of Socialism means the col- 
lapse of the Second (1889-1914) In- 
ternational. We must make clear 
to ourselves the causes of that col- 
lapse, the reasons for the birth and 
growth of social-chauvinism.

The Basle Manifesto directly re- 


fers to the example of the Paris 
Commune, i. e., to turning a war 
between governments into civil 
war. Half a century ago, the 
proletariat was too weak; objective 
conditions for Socialism had not 
ripened yet; a co-ordination and co- 
operation of the revolutionary move- 
ments in all the belligerent countries 
could not take place; the fact that 
a section of the Paris workers was 
captivated by “national ideology” 
(traditions of 1792) was its petty- 
bourgeois weakness noted at the 
time by Marx, and one of the rea- 
sons for the collapse of-the Com- 
mune. Now, half a century later, 
all the conditions that weakened 
the revolution aze no more. At the 
present time it is unforgivable for a 
Socialist to countenance repudiation 
of activities’ in the spirit of the 
Paris Communards. 

_Deteat of “One’s Own” Govern- 

ment in Imperialist War 

The advocates of victory of one's 
own” government in ‘the present 
War, as well as the advocates of the 
slogan “Neither victory nor defeat,” 
proceed equally from ‘he standpoint 
of social-chauvinism. A revolution- 
ary class in a reactionary war can- 
not help wishing the defeat of its 
government, it cannot fail to see the 
connection between the govern- 
ment’s military reverses and the in- 
creased opportunity for overthrow- 
ing it. Only a bourgeois who be- 
lieves that the war started by the 
governments will necessarily end as 
a war between governments, and 
who wishes it to be so, finds “ridic- 
ulous” or “absurd” the idea that the 
Socialists of all the belligerent 
countries should express their wish 
that all their“ governments be de- 
feated. On the contrary, such ex- 
pression would coincide with the 
hidden thoughts of every class- 
conscious worker, and would lie 
along the line of our activity which 
tends to turn the imperialist war 
into civil war. ’ 

An earnest anti-war propaganda 
by a section of the English, German 
and Russian Socialists would un- 
coubtedly “weaken the military 
strength” of the respective govern- 
ments, but such propaganda would 
be to the credit of the Socialists. 
The Socialists must explain to the 
masses that there is no salvation 
for them outside of 2 revolutionary 
overthrow of “their” governments 
and that the difficulties of those 
governments in the present war 
must be taken advantage of for just 
this purpose.

on a vicious open shop basis, which 
John Lewis and his whole official- 


dom are responsible for, because U 


they signed an agreement with the 
Bethlehem cfficials giving the Beth- 
lehem Steel Corp. the right to run 
the mines as they see fit, and to 
hire and fire. 


Any mine worker wishing to join 
the union must sign a slip of paper 
which, reads as follows: 


„J. the undersigned, agree to pay 
the check-off, 50 cents, for every 
two weeks, to the District No. 2 
of the UM. W. A., and the money is 
to be sent to Secretary Treasurer 
of the District, Richard Gilbert, etc. 
every. two weeks, until I further 
notify the company to stop, or de- 
duct.” | 

The agreement also says that any 
miner not wishing to sign has a 
perfect right not to do so, and shall 
not be compelled, thus insuring that 
the company can run thé mine 
under the vicious open shop system. 

For this kind of agreement the 
company rewards the U. M. W. A. 
officials by deducting the check-off 
for U. M. W. A, from miners who 
don’t want the open shop system.

HOW THE SHOT AT SARAJEVO 
CAME TO BE FIRED

The first World War broke out in August, 1914, 
not like a lightning flash from a clear sky, but like 
a heavy storm, the coming of which had been long

before announced by the rolling of thunder. The. 


war ripened out of the world of “civilized” plunder, 


of powerful capitalist monopolies, of big imperialist. 


The whole globe had been conquered and divided 
up; the predatory rule of the imperialist power 
extended from mid-Europe to South America, from 
Africa to Eastern Asia and Australia. The im- 
perialist powers came into contact with one another 
in the competitive struggle for the subjugation of 
each and every portion of the earth, however, small, 
in the greedy striving for sources of cheap raw 
materials and new markets. ;

ferociously did they contend against one another for 


In order, however, to plunder the world and to 
safeguard what they had plundered, the imperial - 
ist powers proceeded more and more to arm them- 
selves to the teeth. The embittered competitive 
struggle for the world market was accompanied by 
an extraordinarily intensified and growing com- 
petition in armaments. In the forty years from 
1872 to 1912, the expenditure on armaments of the 
leading big powers increased by the following per- 
centages:

Secret military * and open formation. of 
and they “announced the coming of 
a great armed conflict. at the beginning 
of the century, the two groupings of the imperjal- 
ist powers which marched against one another in 
1914 had taken shape. The Triple Alliance, founded 
in 1882, under the leadership of Germany, was con- 
fronted by the Entente formed in 1907 under the 
leadership of England. All the other ' imperialist 
antagonisms were over-Shadowed by that between 
England and Germany. After the Franco-German 
War of 1871, at the end of which came the forma- 
tion of the German Empire, German capitalism be- 
gan a period of impetuous growth. German finance 
capital pressed forward beyond the frontierS of its 
own country and conquered ever wider spheres of 
influence and ever larger colonial areas. The build- 
ing of a mighty navy was intended to serve to 
safeguard the connection between Germany and its 
areas of exploitation overseas. At every step the 
advance of German finance capital encountered 
the old “spheres of interest” of British imperialism, _ 
With growing bitterness England pursued the com- 
petitive struggle and the competition in armaments 
with Germany. 

From the beginning of the twentieth century, 
numerous crises and small wars occurred as clear 
forerunners of the decisive conflict of 1014. The 
Boer War of 1900-01, the Morocco War cf 1905, the 
Agadir incident of 107, the Balkan crisis of 1908, 


“the Turko-Italian War of.1911, and the Balkan 


Wars of 1912-13, formed the separate steps of a 
path which led to the World War of 1914-18. Even 


as late as the year 1913, Trance lengthened its 


‘period of military service, Russia increased its 
quota of recruits, Germany adopted a new army bill, 


and England enlarged its naval program. he 


Peace Conference at the Hague did not for a mo- 
ment give pause to the armament race. In 1914, 
the antagonisms between the powers had already 
been sharpened to such an extent that the German 
ambassador in Paris, Schon, noted with a shug of 
the shoulders: “Peace is relegated only to the mercy 
of chance.” 

In the summer of 1914, Europe resembled a 
loaded powder magazine. It needed only the shot 
fired at Sarajevo on July 22, to which FPrancz 
Ferdinand, the heir to the Austrian throne, and his
